55 and 56 are allowed. . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The available 
cited prior references differ from the instantly claimed because the applicant's method 
infuses a photochromic dye into an optical lens by dissolving a plasticizer and 
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photochromic dve in an aggressive solvent . Furthermore, the aggressive solvent does 
not affect the transmissivity of the plastic lens. 

Thus, it would not have been in the preview of the skilled artisan to produce the 
optical plastic lens or practice the method of making it, since none of the references 
cited teach or suggest a an article or method which infuses a photochromic dye into an 
optical lens without affecting the transmissivity of the lens.
